freezing dock! 

Hywel said: “Last 
year we raised £1,700, 
and this year we decided 
to do another triathlon 
for Macmillan.” 

Gareth explained that 
this time they plan to 
venture a lot further 
afield. “We’re flying out 
to Barcelona on October 
16 and will be compet¬ 
ing a couple of days 
later. 

“A total of 4,000 peo¬ 
ple from all over Europe 
are taking part. 

“We also want to say

Macmillan Cancer 
Support fundraising 
manager for the Vale, 
told The GEM: “Last 
year Gareth and Hywel 
did the London Triathlon 
- this year they are off 
to Barcelona, and it is 
fantastic that they do so 
much to help people 
who are living with can¬ 
cer. 

“The support of peo¬ 
ple like Gareth and 
Hywel is invaluable to 
us - they’re providing 
help for people when 
they need it most.” 

Father and son have 
have been personally 
touched by relatives and 
friends who have had 
cancer, hence their com¬ 
mitment to Macmillan. 

The triathlon in 
Barcelona comprises a 
1,500m swim, a 40k 
bike ride, and a 10k run. 

Hywel said: “We’ve 
been preparing for the 


swimming in the intera- 
national pool in Cardiff, 
and doing bike rides 
around the Vale and at 
Southerndown and 
Ogmore.” 

Gareth added: “Last 
year, we did the London 
Triathlon in three hours, 
so it would be nice to 
beat the three-hour mark 
this time.” 

Trevor Morgan, the 
landlord of the 
Edmondes Arms, which 
is a big supporter of 
Gareth and Hywel, is 
also having a special 
evening on behalf of 
Macmillan Cancer Care 
on Saturday, October 10. 

Trevor explained: 
“We’re having a 
fundraising evening 
which starts at 8pm. 

“There’s a live band - 
Blue Traffic - an auction 
and raffle. Please come 
along to support a great 
cause.”

MOFFAT’S BROWN-EYED GIRLS 
ON MARATHON CHARITY WALK 


SEVEN local ‘girls’ 
have raised more 
than £2,700 for can¬ 
cer charities after 
taking part in a 
midnight sponsored 
walk in Scotland. 

The team, who called 
themselves ‘Moffat’s 
Brown-Eyed Girls’, 
completed the walk in 
memory of Lynne 
Moffat who died of 
breast cancer last year, 
aged 55. 

Two of her daughters 
were in the team, and the 
name was chosen 
because the Van 
Morrison classic was one 
of Lynne’s favourite 
songs. 

On June 20, the ‘girls’ 
set off for Edinburgh’s 
version of the now 
famous Moonwalks. It 
started at midnight, was 
a marathon (26.2 miles) 
in length and the team 
completed the walk

wearing decorated bras 
(using a Welsh theme of 
dragons in green and red, 
designed by Paula 
Jones). 

The team completed 
the gruelling walk within 
10 hours. Lisa Moffat 
and Louise Butcher 
(both daughters of Lynne 
Moffat) were the first of 
the Brown Eyed Girls to 
finish (in just under eight 
hours). The rest of the 
group, Paula Jones, 
Sharon Brown, Jo David, 
Susan Edger and Jo Pike 


all finished shortly after¬ 
wards. Jo Pike told The 
GEM: “Everyone was 
tired but thrilled they 
had completed it, after 
months of training in all 
kinds of weather.” 

A total of £1,156 was 
pledged to the 
Moonwalk, which aids 
cancer charities - pre¬ 
dominantly breast can¬ 
cer. 

The girls raised anoth¬ 
er £1,600, and this was 
donated to Velindre 
Hospital, Cardiff, which 


gave Lynne excellent 
treatment and nursing 
care throughout her ill¬ 
ness. 

Jo Pike said: “A big 
thank you goes to every¬ 
one who has sponsored 
us, including all the 
shopkeepers and pubs in 
Llantwit Major and sur¬ 
rounding areas, the 
Plough and Harrow, 
Monknash, for help with 
the fund raising - and to 
all our husbands, part¬ 
ners and friends for their 
support.” 


‘Pupils fully supervised by teachers’ 

The Vale Council 
reviews use of the 
bus park at local 
comprehensive 


THE Vale Council is 
reviewing the use of the 
new bus park at 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
and is consulting the 
headteacher and trans¬ 
port operators. 

Both the council and 
the school emphasise that 
safety of pupils is para¬ 
mount and that youngsters 
are fully supervised by 
teachers when they board 
school buses arriving at 
the bus park. 

One veteran bus driver, 
Mr Wally Leigh, of Watts 
Coaches, suggests that 
with darker days 
approaching, a change in 
the way buses collect chil¬ 
dren from designated 
pick-up bays at the school 
could ease any concerns. 

Mr Leigh points out: 
“At the moment, we 
reverse into those bays. 
Reversing should only be 
done with a bus when 
there is no alternative. 

“A bus driver does not 
have a complete view 
when he is reversing, and I 
am concerned that in the 
winter, when it can be 
foggy and dark, that there 
is even less visibility. 

“A way to avoid revers¬ 
ing would be for buses to 
line up alongside the pave¬ 
ment, with a safety rail on 
that pavement. 

“At the top end of the 
car park, there could be a 
gap in the safety rail for 
the children to board the 
bus at that point.” 

Mr Leigh, who has 35 
years’ experience of driv¬ 
ing buses, and delivers 
youngsters to school in the 
morning and picks them 
up in the afternoon, says 
that once a bus at the front 
of the queue was ready, it 
could drive off and the 
next could take its place. 

He believes that a safe¬ 
ty rail would deter young¬ 
sters from stepping onto 
parking bays. 


Another advantage of 
buses queuing behind each 
other would be that any 
children in the area would 
not be confronted with the 
fumes of buses that had 
reversed into the bays. 

In the course of a 38- 
week school year, Mr 
Leigh estimates an aver¬ 
age bus makes 380 revers¬ 
ing manoeuvres. 

Mr Leigh feels that if 
the existing system is 
retained it could be 
improved by chevrons 
between bays, so that 
buses were further apart - 
as children currently make 
their way between buses to 
board them. 

The operational manag¬ 
er for planning and trans¬ 
portation pohcy at the Vale 
Council, Emma Harvey, 
told The GEM: “The 
council takes the issue of 
pupil safety very seriously. 

“The bus park is a new 
facility and we are review¬ 
ing its use, in conjunction 


with the headteacher and 
the bus operators. 

“We will, of course, 
take into consideration any 
comments we receive, 
including that of Mr 
Leigh’s employer. Watts 
Coaches.” 

Cowbridge 
Comprehensive head 
teacher, Margaret Evans, 
also emphasised: 

“I’d like to reassure par¬ 
ents that pupils are fully 
supervised by teachers 
when boarding, and are 
kept away from the bus 
park when buses arrive. 

“They are only allowed 
to approach the buses 
when these are parked, 
with engines turned off. 

“At no point do pupils 
wait on the pavement 
when buses are reversing. 

“Secondly, the bus and 
car park area is fully lit and 
there will be no issues with 
visibility on dark winter 
evenings,” the headteacher 
added.

WE MUST MAKE LINK 
ROAD SAFE NOW!’ 


I N March 2009, 
after yet more 
fatalities on the 
Barry Docks Link 
Road, the three 
Cadoc councillors 
Fred Johnson and 
Neil Moore and I 
requested a report 
to look for further 
ways to improve 
road safety and 
protect residents of 
Barry and the Vale 
on this very busy 
and dangerous 
road. 

Regrettably, the 
report was brought to 
the meeting of the econ¬ 
omy and environment 
scrutiny meeting on 
Tuesday, September 29, 
a day after another fatal¬ 
ity had occurred on this 
road, which reinforced 
the urgency of doing 
something. 

Extra safety measures 
clearly need to be made 
to this road. My condo¬ 
lences go out to the fam¬ 
ily and friends of those 
who have been casual¬ 
ties after incidents on it. 

I have had first hand 
experience of a driver 
pulling out in front of 
me when leaving Argae 
Lane into the main car¬ 
riageway. It was only 
luck that allowed me to 
avoid a collision, but if 
someone had been 
approaching in the other 
direction I may have not 
been so lucky. 

Something really does 
need to be done to try 
and prevent more deaths 
and injuries on this road. 

At the meeting, a 
highways officer pre¬ 
sented his report, along 
with photographic evi¬ 


dence of 123 illegal 
manoeuvres which were 
taken by a surveillance 
camera over approxi¬ 
mately a three-week 
period. 

The evidence before 
us was frightening as 
this clearly showed 
many, many incidents of 
people doing ‘U’-turns 
on this very fast stretch 
of road. 

This is clearly not a 
local ward issue, but one 
that affects a lot of peo¬ 
ple in and around Barry, 
Sully and Dinas Powys, 
and I was very pleased 
to have the unanimous 
support from the scruti¬ 
ny committee for the 
proposals that were put 
forward. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
who also attended the 
meeting, proposed that 
the officers’ recommen¬ 
dation that a high defini¬ 


tion vehicle recognition 
CCTV camera be 
installed, and also the 
construction of a police 
observation point on the 
road, but called for more 
measures. 

Coun Moore request¬ 
ed four other measures 
that should be intro¬ 
duced. He requested a 
reduction in the speed 
limit to 40 mph from the 
Lidl’s roundabout to 
McDonald’s roundabout. 

He also called for two 
speed cameras, one on 
each carriageway before 
the junctions off the 
Link Road. 

He also called for the 
authority to look for a 
long term solution and 
funding from the Welsh 
Assembly, or any other 
source, to create an 
elongated roundabout 
integrating these junc¬ 
tions, if the short term 


measures are not suc¬ 
cessful in reducing the 
accidents on the road. 

He also called for the 
council to consider 
increasing its budget to 
carry out the work dur¬ 
ing this financial year if 
at all possible. 

The committee also 
agreed that letters are 
written to all MPs, AMs 
and the Welsh Assembly 
Government to look for 
funding for this urgent 
work. 

Now that the scrutiny 
committee has passed on 
their recommendations 
to the Vale Council’s 
cabinet, we trust that the 
recommendations will 
be accepted and the 
safety measures intro¬ 
duced sooner rather than 
later.

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Why a local family 
supports the 
Winchfield project 


1 AM a resident of Graig 
Penllyn and would like to 
add some comments fol¬ 
lowing a letter you published 
in last week’s GEM, concern¬ 
ing the proposal to put a 1.8- 
metre wide track around the 
Winchfield in Graig Penllyn. 

Some months ago, the Penllyn & 
Graig Penllyn residents committee 
invited all residents to complete a 
detailed questionnaire about facilities 
they might like to see in the 
Winchfield. 

The residents’ committee also 
arranged an open afternoon at the vil¬ 
lage hall, where all the suggestions 
were displayed, together with maps 
and ideas of what may be possible. 

We were encouraged to add com¬ 
ments to the suggestions to help the 
committee make an informed decision 
of what facilities residents would 
want. 

There were many ideas put forward 
- an outdoor gym circuit, meadow 
planting, a village pond, a running 
and cycling track, even a skateboard 
and BMX bike ramp. 

Picnic tables and benches seemed a 
particularly sought after addition. 

My family and I added our com¬ 
ments to other residents, expressing 
our feeling that from our perspective, 
a running and cycling track would be 
a great addition. 

We had moved into the village five 
years ago, with two children who 
were 6 and 7 years old at the time. We 
chose the village because we wanted 
our children to have the benefit of a 
very local playground, tennis court 
and field to play in. 

We bought a house immediately 
adjoining the field, sharing a garden 
boundary with it, like the resident 
who wrote to The GEM last week. 

Our house is also one of the few that 
is built on flat land and many of our 
windows look directly into the field. 

The Winchfield is a vast open space 
that looks like it should attract village 
children in their droves. But, in the 
five years we have been here, it has 
remained an almost silent space, with 
a couple of annual village events, very 
occasional ball play, and a fair amount 
of dog walking. 

What we didn’t realise until we did 
move here was that the Winchfield 
ground is too uneven for children to 
cycle on, for mums to stroll with 
pushchairs, for runners to run on. 

Despite having this big open space 
in the middle of our village, our chil¬ 
dren have had to learn to cycle on the 
main village road or side country 
lanes. 

Their village friends have had to do 
the same, parents out with them, 
hearts in mouths, as not everyone 
adheres to the speed limit on country 
roads. 


Mothers have to push baby prams 
along the country lanes (no pavements 
here), some hardly wide enough for 
them and a passing car. People run, 
always in the daytime, as country 
roads at night aren’t the safest of 
places for running. 

And right next door to us, remains 
this empty field. A very large space, 
with one ball hoop and a goal net. The 
odd weekend may see the occasional 
football game but the rest of the time 
it remains mainly empty of children. 

The village playground is small and 
geared toward young children. The 
members-only tennis courts are great, 
but if your children don’t play tennis, 
of limited interest. 

Since the village meeting, I find 
myself looking down at the 
Winchfield imagining a surface area 
that my children could have safely 
learnt to ride their bikes on, an area 
they could have practised their run¬ 
ning skills. 

I imagine seeing mothers with tod¬ 
dlers, grandparents with pushchairs 
and people, other than just dog walk¬ 
ers, using this vast open unused space. 

The proposed track is just two large 
footpaces wide (l.Smetres). I under¬ 
stand the proposition includes colour 
coating green to blend with the grass. 
The proposals include picnic tables 
and bench seating to ensure all ages 
can take advantage of the facilities. 

A group of village residents have 
been prepared to give up much of 
their own time to apply for funding 
and grants to try and facilitate this 
exciting project on behalf of families 
like us. We hope they know how 
much this family appreciates their 
efforts. 

Just like the writer in last week’s 
GEM, the proposed track would run 
right past our garden boundary. If it is 
completed, we would be able to see 
and clearly hear, children at play, fam¬ 
ilies enjoying activities on the track. 

The Winchfield would no longer be 
a vast empty space of grass, it would 
be the centre of the village, a place 
where children can learn to cycle safe¬ 
ly, a place to run and have fun. 

Working adults can run at dusk 
without the concern of passing cars. 
Mothers can bring baby in the buggy. 
Those with mobility problems would 
be able to access the field/play area 
for the first time.

Who will take good care of 
Cowbridge’s red phone box? 


VILLAGERS in 
Llanblethian are being 
asked to take over respon¬ 
sibility for the upkeep of 
the red telephone kiosk. 

BT has informed Cowbridge 
Town Council that the traditional 
red kiosk, which is a Grade 2 
listed structure, is not being used 
sufficiently to continue the serv¬ 
ice. 

BT is inviting the local com¬ 
munity to take ownership of the 
kiosk, minus the telephone serv¬ 
ice, or alternatively, it is possible 
to subsidise the kiosk and keep it 


going. 

The kiosk cannot be moved 
unless listed building consent is 
obtained from the Vale Council 
and CADW. 

The council has agreed to 
place a notice in the Church Hall 
opposite and in the porch of the 
church asking members of the 
community to come forward. 

Coun Marian Arnold said that 
a lot of people want to keep this 
and preserve it for the future. 

“I feel that an organisations 
should take over this responsibil¬ 
ity.” she said. “After all, we 
want this preserved for posterity. 


If an individual takes it over, 
what happens if they move? 

“I think that the history socie¬ 
ty could consider this. If things 
came to a crunch, we could 
become the owners and get 
members living nearby to look 
after it.” 

Coun Sue Cox said that this 
was a listed structure and if it 
came to the crunch, BT could be 
forced to look after it. She said 
that the council should not do it. 

“They are asking for a public 
spirited person to do this. 
Perhaps there is a group of peo¬ 
ple that would be interested.” 
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‘REFUSE COLLECTORS 
WON’T WALK ACROSS 
GREEN, GREEN GRASS 
OF CLOSE,’ CLAIMS A 
BOVERTON RESIDENT 


A BOVERTON household¬ 
er claims council refuse col¬ 
lectors have failed to pick 
up rubbish from houses in 
his road because the lorry 
can’t make its way past 
parked cars - and they 
won’t walk across a green to 
pick up the bags. 

Mr Neil Jones told The GEM: 
“For the last eight weeks, numbers 
6 to 18b in Leigh Close, Boverton, 
have not been having their rubbish 
collected properly. 

“Cars are parked around a green 
in Leigh Close and the lorry can’t 
get past them so our rubbish is not 
being taken away. 

“I understand that they are not 
allowed to take their wagon over 
the grass now, but they are capable 
of walking across it to pick up the 
bags. 

“It is very aggravating,because 
we’re meant to put the rubbish out 
before 7.30am, and then it doesn’t 

go.” 

Mr Jones said they tended to 
come back on Fridays after they 
had received complaints from resi¬ 
dents, although this week they 
went back on Monday afternoon. 

He added that he had been in 


NOW is the time of the 
year when the control 
(chemical) of Varroa Mite 
can be undertaken. 

Throughout the year, the popu¬ 
lation of the hive has increased, 
and the mite infestation has kept 
pace with it. 

Observing mites on the bees is 
very difficult, it is only when a 
mite dies or falls from a bee into 
the collecting drawer beneath the 
mesh floor, that you can fully 
observe it/them. 

The Varroa is an external para¬ 
sitic mite of the honey bee. Adult 
females are reddish-brown in 
colour, and have a flat button 
shape. 

They are 1.7mm long and 1.5- 
2mm in width and have eight legs. 
The male is much smaller and 
paler, making it much more diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, to see. 

Nurse bees are more often than 
not the preferred host of the mite. 
This is because they are constantly 
in touch with the developing eggs 
and larvae. 

The reproductive cycle of the 
honeybee/mite begins thus: An

touch with the council two weeks 
ago, and had been told a superin¬ 
tendent would be in touch, but he 
had heard nothing. Other neigh¬ 
bours had also phoned up the coun¬ 
cil in frustration. 

Mr Jones added: “I can’t believe 
there are not more difficult places 
than Leigh Close where they col¬ 
lect rubbish from!” 

The operational manager (waste 
management and cleansing) for the 
Vale Council, Clifford Parish, 
responded: 

“Leigh Close is just one exam¬ 
ple where the council’s refuse and 
recycling collection service is 
faced with increased difficulties in 
gaining safe access to some streets. 

“The council, while having a 
duty to collect household waste, 
cannot simply push past cars or 
instruct staff to carry out vehicle 
manoeuvres that may endanger the 
public or property. 

“I can only support my opera¬ 
tional staff where their ‘on-the- 
spot’ risk assessments show access 
to be inappropriate. 

“Clearly we do not ignore a 
householder’s need to the service 


egg is laid by the queen bee, in 
toee days it hatches into a grub; 
for the next eight days it is fed by 
the nurse bees, and it develops 
rapidly. 

After the eight day, the nurse 
bees deposit food at the base of 
the cell prior to it being sealed 
with a capping of wax. The grub is 
now left to go through a period of 
metamorphosis, before emerging 
as an active bee ready to do its 6t 
within the hive, and eventually as 
a forager outside of the hive. 

However, the Varroa female 
must receive some form of chemi¬ 
cal signal informing her that the 
depositing of larval food is about 
to ensue. 

She (or they, as two or three 
mites often go in) leave the nurse 
bee, and site themselves at the 
base of the cell whereupon they 
are cocooned by the larval food, 
and are only released as the food 
is consumed by the grub. 

Once this occurs, the breeding 
cycle of the mite can begin. A 
feeding site at the rear end of the 
grub’s body is selected, and the 
breeding female and subsequent 
hatchlings all feed upon the grub’s 


and, in these circumstances, an 
alternative vehicle is redirected 
from scheduled work for the col¬ 
lections.” 

Mr Parish explained: 
“Arrangements are in place for a 
same day (Monday) alternative 
collection in Leigh Close but, due 
to unforeseen operational difficul¬ 
ties, this wasn’t possible until the 
Friday of one week. 

“However, in normal circum¬ 
stances, we have collected resi¬ 
dents’ refuse, including 6 to 18b, 
where it is still out for collection 
each Monday. 

“I can only apologise to Mr 
Jones and his neighbours for this 
service disruption and particularly 
that he was not contacted by staff. 

“This is unacceptable, and will 
be investigated to ensure that cus¬ 
tomer enquiries are addressed 
effectively. 

“I would be happy to discuss the 
matter with him should he wish to 
contact me directly.” 

Mr Parish added: “I can assure 
residents that every effort is made 
to provide an effective and appro¬ 
priate service on the scheduled day 
of collection, or take the necessary 
action to i nf orm them when this is 
not possible.” 


body fluids from this site. 

The first of some four or five 
eggs is laid, and this is always a 
male; he then mates with his 
mother. All the following eggs 
produce females who in their turn, 
are mated by their brother (he 
came from the first egg). 

The mites are careful not to kill 
the bee as they are totally depend¬ 
ent on it being able to chew its 
way out of the cell on completion 
of its metamorphosis. 

An assortment of viruses are 
also carried by the Varroa Mite, 
and these in their turn also attack 
the developing bee, adding to its 
woes. 

The health and sustainability of 
the hive is under serious threat, 
and the chemicals being used are 
our only serious means of mite 
control. 

As promised, here are the mite 
counts taken over several 10-day 
period this year from one hive, 
before any treatment was under¬ 
taken: 2,000; 3,410; 5,867; 2,881. 

Now that treatment is under 
way, next month’s figures will cer¬ 
tainly be higher.

Very special kayaking club 
is launched at Cosmeston 


A NEW kayaking club for people with 
learning difficulties has been set up, with 
monthly sessions at Cosmeston, by Special 
Olympics Wales, with help from a £850 
Community Chest grant. 

The kayaking club organisers hope to set up 
a weekly Special Olympics kayaking club in 
the Vale for all-year-round training and com¬ 
petitions. 

Anyone aged over eight with a learning dis¬ 
ability, and their families, can attend the new 
three-hour sessions, which cost £5 per person. 

The Vale Council cabinet member for leisure 
and tourism, Coun Anthony Ernest, said: 
“This kayaking club is an extremely exciting 
new opportunity for people with learning dis¬ 
abilities to try a sport that they are completely 
new to, or continue to develop their ability.”

Vale Council looks 
at who should own 
its housing stock 


VALE councillors are 
being asked next 
Wednesday to decide 
whether or not to ballot 
council tenants on trans¬ 
ferring all its housing 
stock to another landlord. 

The cabinet is recommend¬ 
ing that a ballot takes place 
and preliminary consultation 
letters have gone out to ten¬ 
ants. 

The council has been look¬ 
ing at whether or not it could 
bring its houses up to the mini¬ 
mum standard expected by the 
Welsh Assembly Government 
and whether this would repre¬ 
sent the best deal for tenants. 

There are currently 3.926 
properties on the Vale 
Council’s books. 

The alternative landlord is 
not being specified at this point 
but other councils such as 


Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) set up hous¬ 
ing associations to take over 
the stock. 

Tony Jacques, head of hous¬ 
ing, told The GEM that the 
work involved in staging a bal¬ 
lot was considerable. 

He said: “It involves 
detailed discussions with the 
Welsh Assembly Government. 
Any pre-ballot process would 
involve a series of consultation 
events and roadshows for ten¬ 
ants across the Vale.” 

The involvement of the 
Welsh Assembly is crucial. In 
the case of BCBC, the 
Assembly granted the council 
£48 million which, in effect, 
wiped out existing debts 
incurred building council 
properties. 

The theory behind the deal 
was that, instead of using rent 
money to service the outstand¬ 


ing £48 million debt, all the 
rent would be available for 
council house repairs and new 
building. 

As a result, BCBC set up a 
new housing association. 
Valleys to Coast (V2C), which 
continues to manage former 
council properties, and which 
is free to find funding for new 
build projects. 

Bodies such as V2C are gen¬ 
erally referred to as Registered 
Social Landlords (RSLs). 

Back in the Vale, the coun¬ 
cil’s own consultants have said: 
“.. there will be no advantage 
to the council on stock transfer 
unless there is a commitment 
from WAG to the payment of 
gap funding (dowry) to enable 
the new RSL to regenerate 
some of its stock and to 
improve its general estate envi¬ 
ronments.”

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LOCAL PEOPLE GIVE THE 
CREMATORIUM THUMBS UP 


IN a snap poll conducted by The 
GEM to gauge the temperature of 
public opinion on the new crema¬ 
torium in Barry, people gave it 
unanimous backing - subject to 
traffic being managed correctly. 

All the people The GEM spoke to, 
including some who lived along the Port 
Road, said that the planned facility would 
benefit the town. 

A number of people pointed out that a 
crematorium, while welcome, would have 
to have carefully managed access. 

The GEM understands that the entrance 
to the new crematorium will be half way 
between Pencoedtre Lane and the round¬ 
about at the top of the Docks Link Road, 
on the other side of the road. 

Mr Ross Jeynes, who lives on Port 
Road East, said: “I have no objection - it 
doesn’t bother me at all. 

“I have had to go to funerals in 
Bridgend and Thornhill; it will certainly 
be convenient for people in Barry. 

“If people are not close family or 
friends they might attend at a church in 
Barry, but not go all the way into Cardiff 
or Bridgend; having a crematorium in 
Barry will make it easier for people to 
go.” 

Mr Jeynes said that the safe flow of 
traffic to the crematorium would have to 
be a prime consideration because of how 
busy the Port Road could be. 

l^s Joanne Lambert, who lives on the 
Trehame Estate, picked up on the same 
theme. 

She travels along the Port Road regu¬ 
larly and said: “It is good to have the facil¬ 
ity. People don’t want to have to go to 
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Bridgend and Cardiff. 

“They will have to manage access to it 
carefully. The speed limit along there is 
currently 50mph, perhaps they will have 
to reduce it along that stretch.” 

Mr John Lane, another Port Road resi¬ 
dent, said: “It will be a benefit to Barry. I 
don’t think it is intrusive.” 

Mr Lane added that he believed the 
“pluses outweighed the minuses” - as 
long as the traffic was managed properly. 

“A good new facility for Barry” - that 
was Mrs Pat Giles’ verdict. 

Mrs Giles of Dyffren Place in the town 
explained why she was in favour of it: 
“Bridgend and Thornhill are a bit out of 
the way and not everyone has got their 
own transport. 

“If you are planning to go by bus, it can 
involve a change of bus on the way too.” 

She said that she had had to go to 
Thornhill in the rush-hour one day and it 
had taken a long time to get there, adding: 
“I think the crematorium will need a 
roundabout to get into it.” 

Her sister-in-law, Mrs Shiela Giles, 
said: “I think having a crematorium local¬ 
ly is a good idea, and will save families 
from Barry having to travel.” 

Mrs Margaret Collins, who lives in St 
Mellons, but was visiting friends in Barry 
for the day, saw a benefit for Cardiff in the 
town have a crematorium. 

She explained: “It is very busy up at 
Thornhill Crematorium, and it will reduce 
the amount of traffic it has to cope with.” 

Mrs Bemardine Rees, who lives in 
Barry, said: “In the past I have travelled to 


Thornhill and Bridgend. I think it is a very 
good idea to have a crematorium nearer to 
home.” 

Last week The GEM reported how Mr 
Simon Cox, who owns South Wales Golf 
Centre, was closing the centre after 24 
years because the lease was not being 
renewed and the crematorium was going 
to be built there. 

Mr John Williams, who also responded 
to our vox pop, said: “It is a shame for 
Simon (Cox) and his business, but it will 
save people travelling.” 

Mr John James, a partner at funeral 
directors, W James & Son in Rhoose, said 
because of its proximity to Barry it would 
be convenient for people in the town to 
use, but also made the point that people in 
other areas of the Vale were used to going 
to Coychurch for cremations. 

He said: “It may take a while for it to 
build up -1 work in St Athan and Llantwit 
Major and a lot of people are accustomed 
to dealing with Coychurch. 

“If people already have family links to 
a crematorium that is where they might 
continue to go.” 

Mr James added that when his father 
was running W James & Son in the 1970s 
and Coychurch was opened, it took a 
while to catch on because people were 
used to going to Thornhill, or Glyntaff at 
Pontypridd. 

Vox pops are not scientific surveys, just 
interesting snapshots of local opinion. 
Doubtless there are other people with dif¬ 
ferent ideas, but on this occasion everyone 
The GEM approached, with one or two 
qualifications, thought Barry would bene¬ 
fit from the crematorium. 


^Planning committee has 
let down local residents’ 


H aving attended the 
Defence Training 
College (DTC) and 
Aerospace Business Park 
(ABP) meeting last week, I am 
absolutely disgusted with the 
manner in which the Vale’s 
planning committee totally 
disregarded more than 2,000 
petition signatures, some 140 
individual letters of objections 
and major concerns expressed 
by a number of Assembly 
Members. 

The committee voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of both schemes, 
despite being fully aware of major 
concerns regarding the Northern 
Access Road (and the suitability of 
the existing roads which will serve it), 
the use of greenfield sites for housing, 
the firing range and field training 
areas, etc. 

It was left to Couns Gwyn John 
and Nic Hodges to voice the concerns 
of St Athan and Llantwit residents. 
Unfortunately, the chairman of the 


planning committee, Jeffrey James, 
made it perfectly clear to the entire 
committee, that they should favour 
both schemes and this was reflected in 
their vote. His summing up couldn’t 
have been more biased if Metrix had 
written it for him! 

Landing for the DTC will not be 
decided until after the next general 
election, so there was no need to rush 
this through planning. 

The planning department could eas¬ 
ily have taken the public’s objections 
on board, recommended amendments 
and then considered a re-application. 

Instead, they approved the scheme 
as a whole, which is designed totally 
for the convenience of the developer 
and with no thought for the impacts 
on local communities. 

The £ signs before their eyes affect¬ 
ed their judgement as they sought to 
make a nest for a golden goose which 
has yet to prove fertile.

Lyme disease 
warning to 
pet lovers... 

P ET owners - especially dog walkers 
- should be on their guard in the 
coming months, following some 
alarming findings about Lyme Disease - 
a painful, disabling condition which can 
affect both humans and animals. 

Here, at PDSA, we have seen a 150 per eent 
inerease in the number of suspected cases of 
this disease, which is transmitted by a tick bite, 
over the last three years. 

Symptoms include a rash, fever, lameness 
and fatigue, as well as swollen lymph glands 
and nerve damage. 

We advise pet owners to cover up when in 
woods or long grass - and to check their pets 
after walks for signs of ticks. 

Owners should check the fur, using rubber 
gloves, as an infected tick can bite both the pet 
and human. 

If an owner does find ticks on their pet their 
vet can safely remove them.

LOCAL historian and longstanding GEM contributor, 
ALFRED MILLS - aged 98 - tells of a chance 
encounter that has helped to complete his family tree 


1 AM one of those people 
who always watch Who 
do you think you are? 
on television and I am 
sometimes amazed at the 
coincidences that have led 
to information which has 
been revealed, and which 
has given pleasure to the 
person making the enquiry 
to the TV programme. 

Something of that nature came 
my way recently when I attended 
the funeral of a cousin’s wife in 
Cardiff, where I met relatives I 
had not ever seen or heard of up 
to that occasion. 

My mother was a Wakefield, 
one of a family of eight, com¬ 
prising six daughters and two 
sons, all born in Cardiff in the 
second half of the 19th century. 

One son, Tom, died in Cardiff, 
circa 1924 and the other son, 
Albert (uncle Bert), as a young 
lad, after leaving school, became 
a messenger boy employed by 
the Post Office to deliver 
telegrams - long before house 
telephones were available. 

He was soon called up to 
serve in the 1914-1918 war but, 
sadly, he never survived. The 
message that he had been taken 
prisoner was all the information 
that his family ever had and my 
mother always lamented the fact 
that no further information was 
forthcoming during her lifetime, 
as to how he met his sad end. 

In March this year, I saw an 
obituary notice referring to a 
lady I believed was the wife 
(widow) of a first cousin of mine 



A family photograph of Uncle 
Bert on the back of which is 
stated: “Mother’s brother, Bert 
Wakefield. Taken prisoner of 
war in the period 1914-1918 
Never heard of afterwards.” It 
is not known how old he was 
when the photograph was taken 
by WK Cox & Co, 199 Bute 
Road, Cardiff, but it is assumed 
that he was in his 20s. 

(also deceased) and I felt the 
urge to attend the funeral at 
Cardiff. 

Together with my son, we met 
aunts, nieces, cousins and fami¬ 
lies we had never seen before, 
and our presence was appreciat¬ 
ed. 

One lady cousin, now hving 
away, was particularly pleased to 
see us and we learned that she 
has been working on the compi¬ 
lation of a family tree, and thus 
was interested to learn whether I 


could help in any way. 

We have been in touch ever 
since, exchanging views photo¬ 
graphs etc, and I mentioned 
Uncle Bert Wakefield and the 
fact that the only information 
received was that he was taken 
as a prisoner of war. 

Very recently, we received by 
e-mail information that my lady 
cousin had gained through her 
efforts, and this e-mail included 
the official declaration and a 
photograph of Albert’s last rest¬ 
ing place. 

He died on June 27, 1918, at 
the age of 37 (a coincidence that 
my birthday falls on June 26). 
Although the cause of his death 
is not given, the knowledge that 
his memorial stone can be seen 
and is well cared for, is gratify¬ 
ing, albeit that it is located on 
foreign soil. 

I cannot explain why I felt so 
strong an urge to attend that 
funeral at Cardiff, but the pleas¬ 
ure of seeing relatives for the 
first time and the information 
regarding mother’s brother, Bert, 
leads me to think that fate decid¬ 
ed I should attend. 

Although it is late in life for 
me to learn about relations I 
knew nothing about, one cousin 
is delighted that we met and suc¬ 
ceeding correspondence has 
enabled her to complete the fam¬ 
ily tree.

44 WANNABES ON 
WAITING LIST FOR 
AN ALLOTMENT 


THERE are 44 
people on waiting 
lists for allotments 
in Cowbridge - 
some on the Vale 
waiting list and 
others waiting for 
allotments owned 
by the town coun¬ 
cil.. 

Now, Transition 
Cowbridge is hoping to 
try to resolve the short¬ 
age by working with the 
Vale Council and other 
bodies. 

It has met Phil 
Beaman from the Vale 
Council to discuss allot¬ 
ments and see if there is 
any chance of increasing 
the number available. 

Secretary Dinky 
Kennedy said: “Phil 
Beaman is sympathetic 
to the need for more 
growing space in the 
area. He is a keen allot¬ 
ment holder himself, 
having inherited his first 
allotment from his 
grandfather. 

“He is also aware of 
the huge increase in 
“grow your own” which 
has swept the country 
over the last few years - 
the sale of vegetable 
seeds has risen by 60 per 
cent.” 

Unfortunately, sug¬ 
gestions by the voluntary 
group to create allot¬ 
ments on land at the 


river walk end of 
Poplars Park have been 
ruled out by Mr Beaman 
because of drainage 
problems and unsuitable 
soil. 

Mrs Kennedy went 
on: “The difficulty of 
finding land for this kind 
of use in Cowbridge is 
the result of high land 
values. 

“The council has no 
land which is immedi¬ 
ately available although 
education sites were sug¬ 
gested.” 

This area is now 
being explored and two 
local schools are sup¬ 
portive of vegetable 
growing initiatives and 
are keen because of the 
educational value of the 
move. 

Transition co-founder 
Rob McGhee said that 
they wanted to work 
with the Vale to try and 
resolve the problem. 

“It is not going to be 
easy but we will be 
exploring all avenues,” 
he said. “We would be 
interested in hearing 
from anyone who has 
land that could be used 
for allotments or com¬ 
munal growing plots. 

“Similarly, we would 
ask everyone on the 
waiting lists to make 
themselves known to us 
so that we can keep in 
touch with develop¬ 
ments.” 


The group is also pro¬ 
gressing with plans to 
take over the Poplars 
Park woodland and plant 
fruit and nut trees there. 

The group has dis¬ 
cussed this with Mr 
Beaman, who has said 
that in principle he was 
happy to work alongside 
them. 

Ian Nicholas, Coed 
Cymru officer for the 
Vale, has also offered to 
help secure funding and 
he will help mark trees 
and work with the thin¬ 


ning and coppicing of 
the woods. 

Luke Millar, of 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, has also offered to 
help with the use of vol¬ 
unteers on the project.

that most of us are looking pale, sun-starved 
and weathered by the elements. For Kuhnke, 
though, that’s not a problem. Successful singles 
aren’t always the belles of the ball. 

She explained: “It’s a little known fact that 
availability counts for more than beauty in the 
dating game.

makes people feel good about you and that 
leads to social and business success.” 

It may not always seem the case, but accord¬ 
ing to Heskell, we were all born flirts. 

She insisted: “Flirting is a natural mecha¬ 
nism designed to help us send signals to some¬ 
one we like, so they might make the approach, 
but some of us have had it parented, or 
schooled out of us.” 

Sadly, many of us have lost the confidence to 
flirt, but there are plenty of DIY steps you can 
take. 

If you’re shy, Heskell suggest practicing with 
older people or children. 

She explained: “They’re more amenable to 
connection as they’re often less inhibited and 
more laid back. Put your full attention on them 
as they come towards you, think nice thoughts 
about them, and look at them. 

“It isn’t rocket science, smile and say hello. 
The more you practice, the more naturally 
you’ll do it with someone you really like.” 

A good flirt will also learn to read situations 
well. Jane Hoskyn, dating expert at 
iVillage.co.uk, says listening is key. She sug¬ 
gests remembering things a man mentions 
early in the conversation and repeating them 
later, making him think you have a great deal 
in common. 

And it’s not only a case of developing your 
own body language, but also interpreting your 
partner’s. 

“If he likes you, he’ll follow your eye contact 
by pushing his shoulders back and puffing out 
his chest - it’s a primate thing,” she says. 

“Also watch out for a suppressed smile and 
super-quick raised eyebrows.” 

Once the art of flirting has been mastered 
and body language finely tuned, these transfer¬ 
able skills can be applied to all areas of life. 

After all, it boils down to being more aware 
of other people, and that’s something that can 
work all year round!

Thrkey is low 
in fat and very high in 
protein, which has been 
shown to make you feel 
full for longer, so you 
won’t come back for 
more.” 

VARY YOUR

“Vegetables are low 
GI and high in fibre 
and will fill you up with 
fewer calories than 
fatty alternatives such

as nibbles and sausage 
rolls. But it’s easy to get 
bored of veg over the 
Christmas season and 
then you’ll start having 
smaller portions. Why 
not try roasting winter 
vegetables like swedes 
and onions or go for 
seasonal cabbage and 
spinach for a change? 

“Roasted potatoes 
are really really high in 
calories because they’ve 
been sitting in fat in the 
oven.

“Go for soup because 
it’s more filling than 
greasy vol-au-vents or 
sausages on sticks, and 
for dessert, try some¬ 
thing like meringue 
with fruit and natural 
yoghurt, which will be 
much lower calorie 
than the traditional 
pudding with custard 
and brandy butter. 

“If you really have to 
have Christmas pud¬ 
ding, have a smaller 
portion than normal.”

DINING REVIEW / Loch Fyne Restaurant by don john 



Ready to serve„„Loch Fyne^s head chef, local boy Gareth Howard and general manager Emma Passmore, 


F or many years, one of the sad¬ 
dest sights for local food-lovers 
with long memories was the 
boarded-up, increasingly decrepit 
appearance of the former Mulligans 
fish restaurant, just outside 
Cowbridge. 

Under its one-time owners, a local husband 
and wife team, it had built up a deserved repu¬ 
tation for excellent seafood cuisine, with its 
patrons drawn to the distinctive eatery from 
near and far aheld, simply by word of mouth - 
in those far off days before computer blogs and 
Twitter sites! 

After the couple’s departure to pastures 
new, and following a change of direction in the 
hands of a brewery chain, the landmark build¬ 
ing finally closed its doors, and was left to lan¬ 
guish alongside the busy A48 road leading to 
Bridgend. 

Until, that is, last year when the building 
was acquired by the Scottish Loch Fyne 
Restaurants group, which in a surprisingly 
short space of time, has not only tastefully 
restored the iconic Vale venue, but is now set 
on elevating it to the higher reaches of the spe¬ 
cialised seafood niche market. 

The new-look Loch Fyne Restaurant opened 
for the first time on July 21, 2008, under its 
young general manager, Emma Passmore. 

Though still only 24, she has already had 
four years management experience with the 
company, including a stint as general manager 
at Loch Fyne’s Henley on Thames restaurant, 
and also at Leeds - having been picked out as 
an early high flier during part-time waitress 
work, while still a student at Bristol university. 

Having been sent to launch the new Vale 
restaurant, she lived in a temporary hut on site 
for weeks beforehand, while arranging the fur¬ 
nishing of the interior, recruiting staff, and 
preparing for the big day. 

“We had to start the restaurant completely 
from scratch after the extensive renovation 
work on the building was complete. It was just 
a shell,” she recalls with a smile. 

“They said to me: ^It’s all yours, Emma. See

you in six weeks’ - and I just had to get on with 
it...There was no gas supply, all of the furni¬ 
ture and fittings had to be ordered, and I had 
to interview hundreds of people for 35 jobs!” 

Did the prospect of launching the restaurant 
at the height of a national ‘credit crunch’ faze 
her? Was she worried that cash-strapped din¬ 
ers would stay away from the new venture? 

“Not really. In fact, before we had even 
opened, the phones began ringing and they 
haven’t stopped since. 

“ At the start, we had so many customers 
that we had to turn some away, in order to 
ensure the high standards of service we have 
set ourselves,” she says. 

Curiosity (and perhaps a touch of nostal¬ 
gia?) may have been a factor in the surge of 
interest, though no doubt underpinned by 
Loch Fyne’s reputation, built up from its early 
days as a humble oyster bar, for a unique 
approach to sustainable farming of fish stocks, 
including salmon (scrupulously avoiding the 
threatened wild variety), from its culinary base 
in the pristine waters of Scotland’s longest sea 
loch on the west coast. 

From there, the streams of fresh fish, oys¬ 
ters, lobsters and various other shellfish, are 
dispatched to the Vale and other Loch Fyne

restaurants, as well as outlets across the UK, 
and beyond. 

The result is a controlled yet eye-catching 
menu of well-presented, not unreasonably- 
priced, tasty seafood delights to tempt the most 
discerning of palates - without necessitating a 
visit to the bank manager! 

The 11 starters on offer vary in price from 
£5 for mussel, clam and tomato chowder; 
Scottish herring fillets in four marinades with 
creme fraiche and pickled cucumber (£6); up 
to £7 for Loch Fyne oysters on ice with accom¬ 
paniments. 

(For variation, there was even a Scottish 
smoked venison dish, or goats cheese, wild 
mushroom and spinach tart). 

However, guided by our attentive waitress, 
Sarah, my choice fell on extremely tasty South 
Coast peppered mackerel fillets counter-bal¬ 
anced by delicious shallot marmalade and 
crunchy toast (£5). 

My companion opted for Loch Fyne ashet, a 
mixed trio of salmon, one of which, a chunky 
hot-smoked mini marvel, was voted “the best I 
have ever tasted” (£7). 

The impressively varied list of main dishes 
ranged in price from £8 for a pair of Loch 
Fyne kippers, to chilled lobster served with 
home-made mayonnaise (half £15, whole £30). 

The mouthwatering fillet of steamed 
Anglesey bass (from the only sea bass farm in 
Britain) with Loch Fyne scallops and braised 
fennel (£15) proved an absolute winner; as did 
the chef’s special, a beautifully cooked fillet of 
bream on a deeply-flavoured green pea risotto 
(£15). 

A glass of crisp Gros-Plant Du Pays Nantais, 
especially selected in France to complement 
Loch Fyne oysters, proved a perfect accompa¬ 
niment to our own fish dishes.

At the very centre of town 
life throughout the ages 


M aesteg indoor market, situat¬ 
ed beneath the Town Hall, in the 
very centre of Maesteg has 
played a central role in the town’s histo¬ 
ry- 

It was opened in the 1880s when Maesteg was a 
thriving mining town which was drawing in work¬ 
ers from all parts of Wales and beyond. 

It was important that the town had its own mar¬ 
ket and also a first-class hall where public perform¬ 
ances could be staged and the building, which was 
paid for by the miners, ticked all the boxes. 

The market is also the heart of Maesteg’s shop¬ 
ping centre - the one place where people socialise 
as well as shop, where news and views are 
exchanged and where customers and stall holders 
engage in lively discourse. 

The market remains vibrant, despite difficult eco¬ 
nomic times with a healthy demand for stalls. 
Although it is a small market, it has a surprising 
variety of goods. 

Stalls sell a variety of foodstuffs, including 
Welsh foods like cockles and laverbread; 
Carmarthen farm produce, including butter, bacon, 
cheese and cooked meats; and locally baked bread, 
cakes tarts and pasties. 

A newsagent also offers toys and stationery and 
other stalls sell jewellery; pet supplies, old fash¬ 
ioned sweets, clothing and Christian books. 

A sewing stall provides a valuable service to the 
community by carrying out repairs and alterations 
plus dry cleaning. 

The bustling indoor market also has its own cafe 
where shoppers can enjoy a cuppa or a meal. This 
cafe has injected a lot of life into the market hall, 
giving people a focal point for meeting up with 
friends. 

But there is another dimension to the market - its 



lively outdoor section, which is a mix of stalls and 
self contained shop units. 

Fresh meat and vegetables are on sale, as well as 
cards, computer repairs, jewellery repairs, ice cream 
and refreshments, flowers, baby clothes, jewellery 
rugs and plants. Further stalls come on Fridays sell¬ 
ing a variety of other goods. 

There is also an outdoor cafe and a hairdresser. 

All of this is to be found within a very compact 
area in the town centre. The bus station lies along¬ 
side and the town’s free car park is only a short dis¬ 
tance away, so the market is very accessible to all. 

Markets were in many ways, the precursors of 
supermarkets, offering people choice and variety. 
But Maesteg’s market offers those rare qualities of 
homeliness and intimacy which are lacking in so 
many impersonal and characterless modern super¬ 
markets. 

The market still has an important role to play, not 
only as a shopping venue, but also in the communi¬ 
ty life of what is still a very warm-hearted valley 
town. JI

‘FLYING VET’ TO FACE

Having dipped his 
toes into the waters of 
film with a range of 
cameos, he delivered his 
first starring role in last 
year’s Ghost Town, and 
follows it up with a film 
that he also co-wrote 
and co-directed, titled 
The Invention of Lying. 

Gervais plays Mark 
Bellison, who lives in a 
world where human 
beings haven’t evolved 
the gene for lying. When 
Mark is fired from his 
job and is threatened 
with being evicted, he 
suddenly discovers a 
propensity for spouting 
untruths - an ability that 
has both its good points 
and bad points... 

Given his lofty rise in 
stature, there seems to 
have been somewhat of 
a backlash against Ricky 
Gervais. 

Whether his work has 
lost focus as he has 
steadily climbed the lad¬ 
der of recognition, or 
there is an element of 
smugness to his work, it 
seems the comedian has 
the knives out for him. 

The Invention of 
Lying isn’t going to 
change many percep¬ 
tions, yet it still makes 
for a funny, if ultimately 
very slight, piece of 
work. 

As he is on starring, 
co-writing and co-direct- 
ing duties, Gervais is 
very much the key 
ingredient here, and his 
work is competent to 
good throughout all of 
his duties. 

Asa performer, he 
gives himself the most 


as he riffs on his per¬ 
sona to good comedic 
effect; however, the flip- 
side to that is that he 
comes across as too 
bland and uninteresting 
to really register. 

Gervais doesn’t quite 
have the charisma to 
pull off leading man 
duties, and while he 
shows a degree of range 
in his performance that 
hint there is more than 
merely a comedy string 
to his bow, it is a lead 
performance that is lack¬ 
ing somewhat. 

He fares better in the 
writing and directing 
stakes, being assisted in 
both by Matthew 
Robinson, who is mak¬ 
ing his bow here. 

Script-wise, the film 
is funny, with a clever 
way in one liners and 
gags that link to 
Gervais’ roots, while the 
concept allows some 
neat jokes on the nature 
of human behaviour 
when lying is taken out 
of the equation (the 
opening joke in particu¬ 
lar both coarse yet thor¬ 
oughly amusing). 

However, building 
upon the concept isn’t 
so easy, and while 
Gervais and Robinson 
have fun with the 
comedic aspect, they try 
a little too hard to show 
the consequences of 
what happens when 
Mark starts telling lies - 
it’s a noble intention to 
add depth to what could 
have been just plain 
funny, but it doesn’t 
quite come off, with 
several jabs at religion 
feeling particularly ill- 
conceived. 

Direction-wise, the 
film looks good and 
services the material to 
its best ability, but again
